"Here endeth the first lesson,until next time,watch your 
back.." 

"Destiny and Deliverance on behalf of Elite." 

The document ends..."Please feel free to copy and Distribute 
Accordingly".... 

So there you have it..Watch out fellow researchers and 
investigators your cover has been blown and watch your backs.. 
What a lot of rot...I have missed out several other paragraphs 
and if anyone out there wants to read a copy,then let me know. 
If anyone else has received a copy,could you please let me 
know,and tell me what you think of this trash.... 

I cannot work out if it is a fellow researcher or group who 
has been upset in the past or not.Is it another group trying 
to dig up a little bit of dirt ? I cannot wait for the second 
edition to raise its ugly head.The contents is very 'American' 
as they are the ones for using code names Condor,Falcon etc. 

A couple of further points.... 

1. Mr Ernie Sears was a ufo investigator for Bufora back in 

1979/80,and today,only has general interest in the 

subject and doesnot research ufo's...So the first question I 
asked myself,why Ernie....? 

2. The envelope was addressed to Ernies old address...Is the 
person(s) who are producing this,working from old Bufora 

address listing....? 

3. The envelope was posted from ROMFORD,Essex on 21.1.94. 

4. The address on the envelope was written in block capitals.. 
Was this because Ernie may of recognised the hand writing.?

Following a battery of psychological tests to people who 
claim ufo encounters,the results show the people who claim 
to have seen and even ridden in ufos are just ordinary folk 
with normal imaginations.The team also found that the ufo 
sighters tended to be 'White - collar,relatively well- 
educated representatives of the middle class'.

Radio Solent : 17.2.94 : 


If you've ever had the feeling that the world is getting 
stranger,then according to a new survey,you may well be right. 
1993 was apparently 3.5% stranger than 1992,according to the 
compilers of the journal of strange phenomena 'Fortean Times'. 
Although their measurements isn't that scientific,they hope 
that their reports will open our eyes to some of the odder 
events in the world.Kerry Dyson has compiled this report 
starting with a typical tit-bit from the Fortean Times : 







'In 1977,there was a shower of rain in Poole,which turnt 
into a fall of hay and grass.According to witness John Kay, 
the hay was coming from a large rain cloud about 1,000 feet 

up'. 

The kind of strange stories that the Fortean Times has been 
collecting for years.But now,they have decided to take their 
compendium of fascinating facts a stage further.They are 
creating their own FT Index of the years strange phenomena, 
which they hope to quantify and compare with last years 
events.According to Bob Rickard : 

'We get 1000's of news clippings from all over the world 
and we've noticed that certain types of phenomena and 
subjects come and go.We know about a lot of people who are 
interested in this area and want to get some kind of handle 
on it as do we.So we had to decide a method.We tried 
measuring column inches or by weighing them by the pound.In 
the end we decided,we would actualy monitor wether the 
reportage on a subject increased or decreased,but you have 
to start some where'. 

1992 was the first year of the FT Index,and the results are 
now in.Strangeness is indeed up and 1993 was 3.5% weirder than 
1992.It is a result borne out by some of the weirdness 
watchers in the South.Like Steve Gerrard of the Southampton 
Ufo Group : 

'There's been sightings in Hampshire.There was a 
particularly good sighting from Petersfield,that was seen 
40 minutes later over Southampton,Southampton water.Last year 
was the busy time.There was up to,I think at the end of the 
day,there was 4 sightings in the summer period.The majority 
of the sightings I have explained.As I say,there's that 3- 4% 
that to me,leaves me at the end of the day,wondering what is 
it,what could it be ?'. 

In the past the events the Fortean Times has reported, 
have been of little interest to what could be normal life.And 
at the time this report went out,it may well of caused little 
more than a raised eye brow : 

'In 1975,a large cat-like animal,ran across the fields at 
Brooks Green,near Horsham,in Sussex and made horses rear up. 
Police found hair on a fence,also strange paw marks,which the 
R.S.P.C.A recommended must of been made by a 90 - 120 pound 
animal,not a dog'. 

'Your not dealing with stories of bogy men or mystery or 
Loch Ness Monster,this isn't what its about.This is about 
strange sightings,which appear to have no real validity,and 
then all of a sudden,people begin to take notice about it 
and yes,they are being hit by cars and yes,they are attacking 
farm animals,and yes,we have got film of them.And all of a 


sudden,it becomes legitable and respectable and everybody 
who's been looking for them,then is able to change their 
hat,from being a crank,to being a little bit more respectable'. 

Martin Tribbett there,from the Isle of wight with the Big 
Cat stories that appeared in the Times,have become flesh and 
bone.As for the other stories like the two legged fish caught 
in Tazmania,which had feet,or the German who had failed in two 
suicide attempts,was killed on the way home,by a cart horse. 
Well,they're just fun really,and not a sign of increasing 
weirdness according to Martin Hempstead of the Wessex 
Skeptics : 

'Fortean Times is basically an amusing magazine.I don't 
think there's a real need to spend a lot of time examining 
their claims in any detail.Well,it's not a well defined idea, 
I'd much rather read science journals for the really weird and 
wonderful things,that are happening now a days'. 

That report from Kerry Dyson on the new FT Index,Index of 
weirdness.
